LL ye that go under the Name of Chriftians, which 
are after Chriſt, and not after Old Ade in the Fall, 
Chriſts command to ſach is to love Enemies, Matth. 5. 
44. then not to deſtroy them : So not one Chriſtian to 
deſtroy another about Religion ; for Chrift came noe co deſtroy 
mens liver, but to ſave them, Luke 9. $4. 55. And God ſo loved the 
World, that he gave his only begotten Son into the Warld, not to de- 
ſtroy the World, but that the World through him might have 
life, Fobs 3. 16, 17. The Devil is called a Deſtroygs, Rev. 9. 11. 
and Jeſus a Saviour, Matth. 1.20. And was not Cainthe firſt 
that perſecuted his Brother abour Religion, Ger. 4. And are ye 
not all Brethren, Matth. 23.8. firſt, as you are in Adam ; ie- 
condly, as you are in Chriſt Jeſusz and Sous of God by creati- 
on, and Sons of God by adoption , and therefore, why ſhonld 
you deſtroy one another, who are of the Image of God ? for 
all look upon C«is, that he was a wicked man, that gerſecuted 
his Brother todeath; about Religion : And you know the Scrip- 
ture ſaith, He that exvies his Brother is a man-flayer, 1 Tohn 3. and 
| no man-ſlayer bath Eternal Life abiding i» him ,, and therefore love 
| one another, for love is of God ; and he that loveth not, is not 
£ of God, and he that hateth his Brother abideth in death : 
ſo he cannot be in Chriſt the Life, ſee the Fpiltles of Fehn. And 
he that is born of the Fleſh will perſccure him that 1s born of 
the Spirit, Gal. 4. 29. and therelore cali torth that birth that 
will perſecute ; for he that is born of the Spirit cannot joyn 
with that Spirit that is born of the Fleſh , for if hecould, he 

ſhould not be perſecuted. ; 
Its mighty range that Chriſt Jeſus and his Apoſtles ſhould 
command ſo much for Chriſtians to love ene another, who ſaith, 
If they bave the gift of Healing, and Propheſies,” and divers kinds of 
-- 2 A 2 Tongues, 
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Tongues, and-interpretation of Tongues, Oc. 1Cor. 12.10. And 
US j 2 have not love, they are but like ſounding Braſt, or 4 tmkling 
Cymbal. : / 

So what is all Chrifendens, that doth hate and perſecute one 
another about Religion, hat like the ſounding Braſs and tink.. 
ling Cimbals, though they have Gifts, and Tongues, and want 
love. And though they give their goods to feed the poor, and their bo- 
dies tobe rr, , , yet if they have not love, they are but tinckling 
/Cymbals, 1 Cor. 13. 
'. Anddoth not Chriſt fay, Ler the T ares and the Wheat grow to- 
ether until the Harveſt , he knew men would be bullie to meddle 
with that they ſhould not do , and therefore he forbids to med- 
dle, leſt they ſhould pluck up tke Wheat with the Tares, Aarth. 
13. 30, 38; &c. 


And alſo you know, how Chriſt in that Parable reproved him 
that cook his Brother by the Throat, Afarth. 18. 28. and tells the 
fems in Marth. 21. of their perfecution, ifithat Parable of the 
Houſholder, kow that he bad ſent out his Servants to the Huſ- 
bandman ; and how they beat one, and killed another, and ſto- 
ned another , and at laſt he ſent unto him his Son, ſaying, They 
will reverence my Son : But they fcaught him, and caſt him 
out.of the Vineyard, and flew himalſo: and ſo whait became 
of thoſe Husbandmen. 

And are net the Sheep on the right hand, but the Goats on 
the left hand, that perſecutes, and that doth not vilit Chriſt in 
Priſon in his Members, who were lick,& who were hungry & who 
were naked, and they did net vilit him : And if they went into 
everlaſting Puniſhment that did not viſit him in Priſon, what will 
become of them that caſts into Priſon where he 15 made manifeſt, 
and ſuffers for his Sake. See Math. 25. 


And ſointhe Light and Fear of God conſider theſe things, 
before it be too late, in your day , and in the Bowelsan& Mer- 
cies of Chrilt Jeſus, lay things to Hearr. 

And be not ſpurred on by the cbief Prieſts and Biſhops to Per- 

ſecutzon ; 
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ſecutionh ; for was it not the ks and faiNe Prophets that Rir- 
red up the Kings and Princes againſt Jeremiah, to caſt him into 
Priſon, and into the Dungeon? And what became of thoſe 
Pricfts and falſe Prophets ? And alſo, What became of the King 
and Princes, chat were ſtirred up by ther, when Nebuchadnezar 
came and found feremwiab tn priſon. See feremiah chap, 37,38. 
and 43. 

And was it not the falſe Prophets that ſtirred up Ahah againſt 
Micaiah ? 1 King. 22.24 &C. Wt 

And was it not Amaziah the Prieſt of Bethel,that ſtirred up 7ers- 
beam King of Iſrael againſt Jmos, and faid he had ipoken Treaſon 
againſFthe King ? Amor 7. 10. 

And was it not the chief Prieſts and Elders, that ſtirred wp the 
Magiſtrates and people againſt Chriſt, as you may read in the 
Evangeliifts : And how they perſwaded Pilate to Crucifie Je- 
ſus, the Sqn of the Living God, whois the Original of Chri- 
ſtianiry ? 

And did not Chriſt ſay, That they ſhonld hale' the Diſciples 
out of their Synagogues? fohn 16,2. And the chief Prieſts and 
Phariſees ſhould be againk Chriſt leſus ? 

And did not Chriſt Weep over er»/alem, and tell them, That 
the Blood of Abel rs Zacharias would come upon that Generation ? Mat. 
23. 35,36, 37- | | 

And as you may read in the latter end of the four EZvaengelifs, 
what Counſels the chiet Prieſts had with the Etders, to raiſe up 
Accuſations againſt Jeſus, and faid he was againk Caſar, And 
was not the chief Prieſts his greateſt Enemy, from his Birth, to 
the very day of his Crucihxton ?..and was it not the chief Prieſts 
that cryed out all at once, ſaying, Away with this man, andreleaſe 
unto us Barrabas. 7ebn23.18. | 

And did not the chiet Prieits and the Scribes Mock him, ſaying, 
He ſaved others, himſelf he cannot ſave? Mark 15. 31, 

And when they had Crucihed him, was it not the chief Prieſts 
and Phariſees that came unto A/ate, Mathew 27. 62. Saying, 
Sir, we remember that that Deceiver ſaid, while ke was y.r 
alive, After Three DayesI will R ile again. Commun therefore 
that the Sepmlere be made ſire until the 34 day teaft his Diſciples come] y 
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night, aud fleal him anay, and ſay unto the People he is viſen the 
deed: fot af errer Bal be werlh chew he rſt. SE 

And when he was riſen, did not the” chief Prieſts perſwade 
the Souldiers te ſay, That his Diſciples had ſtole him away by 
night, Matth. 28, 13, 4S 

And it was-the chief Prieſts, with the Elders, that' gave 
large meny to the Souldiers to ſay ſo, verſe 12. 

And ſo all along throughout Matthew, Mark, Luke & Fobn,you 
may ſce it was the chief Prieſts that were Chrifts greateſt Ene- 
mies ; not the meaneſt of them, but the chief ; and it is now. 

Do not the Biſhops, and Prebends, and chief of the Prieſts 
ſtir up Perſecution now againſt thepeople of God. 

Did not Chriſts words come to paſs upon the 7ews, and upon 
Jeruſalem, when Tits came againſt them about forty years af- 
ter Chrifts Aſcenſion, 

. And was it not by the chief Prieſts Order and Authority thar 
$axl went with his Packet of Letters to hale thoſe that were 
Believers and Followers of Chriſt to priſon, As 9. 

And do they not do ſo now, with their Paraters and Infor. 
mers, by order from their Bifhops and chief Prieſts, ? 


Now conſider tizeſe things in the tender Bowels and Mercies 
of God, for we would not have the Magiſtrates ridden upon, 
nor ſpurred up by the chief Prieſts nor Biſhops to perſecution , 
but we would have tem provoked to love and good works, that 
they may be a prai!: to them that do well, and a Terror to the 
Evil Doer, Rom. 12; 
| And was it not the bjgh Prieſt that examined Stephen when the 

falſe Witneſſes eame againſt him, where you know he was ſtoned 
death, As 7. 

And was it not the chief Prieſts and Elders that cauſed the 
Apoſtles to be whipped ſo, as you may fee in the-Acts-all 
along. | 

at you may T-e there how niych the chief Prieſts-were a- 
gaioſt che Apoſtle Pas!, after he was converted and-had forſa. 
ken-them, and. followed Chriſt Telus who 1s a Prieſt for ever 
made higher tben tlie Heavens, Hebr. 7. 26. |

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And fo all along you may fee in every Age, fince the Pope 
got up ; how Perſecution hath been ftirred up by the Priefts. 

In the other Powers dayes, Did not the Prieſts give Oliver 
high titles z.and the Preibyterian Pricits, and Independents raade 
Petitions and Addtefles to him for Peſecutior. E 

And then in his Son Richards dayes, Did not the Pretbyteriay 
Prieſts and Iudependants petition againſt us, that we might be 
perſecuted ; we called bim their Joſs : So that many thoufands 
of our Friends in his time were impriſoned , befides the unrea.. 
ſonable hayock they. made, in ſpoiling of, their goods ; and 
about forty ſuffered Death in that day, by crtel imprifonmenrs , 
but the Lord hath been our Preferver and Helper, who had no 
Helper in the Earth z whom (ever fince we-were a People) the 
Prieſts of all ſorts would have rooted us out of the Earth. 

\ Therefore we would delire, for your eternal goud to. conſider 
theſe things: For Ceſar, that is, the Magiſtrate inuſt haye his 
due, which is the Tribute and Cuſtom ; and God muſt have his 
due, that is, the Rule ip the Conſcience, 'and inthe beart, and 
bis Worſhip that is in Spirit and Truth, hn 14, 24.

And you know the Fews in Chriſt's time were ander- the 
Roman Empire , where lived divers Sets of Religion, as 
Herodlans, Scribes, and Phariſees, Sadinces and Libertines, 
Thadaans and Samaritans, with others, beſides the Religion 
of the Fews, Chriſt and his Apoſtles; all which differed 
from the common K cligion of the State, which was like the 
worſhip of Diane, which almoſt tbe whole World then wor- 
ſhipped, Ads 19.20, All theſe ſeveral Religions lived under 
Ceſar's Government, giving uoto Caſer that which was his , 
and for their Religion and Conſciences, he left them to 
themſelves, 2s having no power over tte Conſcience 
and when any Tumults were raiſed by the perſecuting Jews, 
Prieſts and Profeſſors of the Law, againſt the Chriſ{ians 4, you 
may ſee the prudence of the Magiftrate appealed them, 47s 
18, 14. aod 19, 35. I defire that the Lord would ſo com- 
poſe and qualifie the minds and ſpirits of the Chriſtian Ma- 
giſtrares to do ſonow, as the Heathen Magiſtrates did then.
